Russia stood it four or 
five years after Storch introduced it, 
and then Nesaelrode told the world in a 
diplomatic circular that she could not 
have the life ground out of h«r indus- 
tries by cheap English goods, and in 
1824 .he returned to protective duties. 
Prussia abandoned protection in 1815, 
because it was Napoleon's policy. The 
change ruined farmer a» well as manu- 
facturer, and in 1818 the duties had to 
be restored. Now the London T,me, 
looking at the prosperity of trance and 
this country, both living and working 
under systems more or less protective, 
says that "English free trade notions 
are Mriousl, disturbed." And there,, 
a good deal of "back talk" at the es- 
tablished system wbich has ruined more 
than one valuable industry, and threat- 
ens them all. "Free trade" is a pretty 
theory, and soaked lull of what the 
Germans call "world love" and universal 
sweetness; but it doesn't pay. U mur- 
ders the enterprise of unskilled nations, 
and keeps them unskilled to the last.
